MINUTES OF THE 2005 
ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield in the State of New Hampshire qual- 
ified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified of the First and Second Session of the 2005 Annual 
Town Meeting as follows: 


FIRST SESSION 


You are notified to meet for the First Session of the Annual Town Meeting, 
to be held in the Opera House of the Town Hall, Sanbornville, New Hampshire, 
on Saturday, February 5, 2005, at 7:00 p.m. The First Session will consist of expla- 
nation, discussion, and debate of each of the following warrant articles, and will 
afford those voters who are present the opportunity to propose, debate, and 
adopt amendments to each warrant article, except those articles whose word- 
ing is prescribed by state law. 


The inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield met at the Opera House of the 
Town Hall at 7:00pm to discuss the town budget according to the above notice. 

Moderator Bradley Hayes opened the meeting at 7:00pm and he led us in 
the pledge of allegiance. He then called upon Liz Olimpio for the invocation. 

He stated that we have with us this evening the girls & boys basketball 
teams. Both teams have become the Division Champions. He asked that Coach 
Ruby McDougal and Coach Peter Wons to introduce the two teams.A round of 
applause was given for both teams’ outstanding season. 

Connie Twombley made a motion that this session of the town warrant be 
adjourned by 11:00pm and no article be taken up for consideration after 
10:50pm. In the event that all articles in the warrant have not been acted upon, 
the Moderator is authorized to reconvene this session at a date, time and place, 
which meets the approval of the majority of the voters present. Motion was sec- 
onded and passed unanimously. 

The Moderator asked that Connie stay standing. The Town Clerk and the 
Board of Selectmen presented Connie with a plaque for her dedicated || years 
of work as Deputy Town Clerk. Connie had retired as deputy in January. 

The Moderator then introduced himself and Town Clerk Teresa Williams. 
He introduced the Selectmen Chair Paul Morrill, Selectmen Mark Duffy and 


Selectmen John Blackwood, Town Administrator Robin Frost and Town Attorney 
Richard Sager. He then introduced the Budget Committee Chairperson Judy 
Nason and asked that she introduce the committee. 


Article 2: Shall the Town rescind the provisions of RSA 40:13 (known as SB2), 
as adopted by the Town of Wakefield on March | 1, 1997, so that the official bal- 
lot will no longer be used for voting on all questions, but only for the election of 
officers and certain other questions for which the official ballot is required by 
law? (3/5-majority vote required.) 

Mark Duffy made a motion to move the article and Paul Morrill seconded. 
Mark spoke to the article stating the reasons why the Board of Selectmen are in 
favor of this article. 

Bob Partridge spoke to how he is in favor of bringing back the traditional 
town meeting. He stated that it is the truest form of government people can hear 
the issues, make an informed decision and then vote. 

Paul McNally feels just the opposite. He feels that people need to have the 
right to vote at the polls. He mentioned an article that is in the Local 
Government Center’s booklet the Town & City. In the article it states how New 
Hampshire has the best solution to the town meeting forum with SB2 and that 
they feel with the population increasing the more people will not attend a town 
meeting. 

David Lee stated that he feels the traditional town meeting takes away his 
right to vote. If he has to be out of town for the town meeting he would lose his 
right to vote, because you can’t have absentee ballots for town meeting. 

Joe Fluet recognized Paul McNally for his years of service on the Planning 
Board. Paul decided not to run this year after ten years of serving on the board. 
He will be greatly missed. 


Article 3: Are you in favor of adopting a Town of Wakefield Interim Growth 
Management Regulation to allow the Town to update its Master Plan, ordinances, 
and regulations by restricting new residential subdivisions, new condominium 
development, and new multi-family development for the duration of one year? 
(Majority vote required.) 

The Moderator read this article. He stated that the article is non-amend- 
able, but that the planning board chair Joe Fluet is present to answer any ques- 
tions. There were no comments from the floor. 

The Moderator then stated that he was going to move articles 4-13 as these 
are zoning articles and have all had public hearings to discuss them. He stated 
then when we finish with the rest of the warrant we will go back to these arti- 
cles for discussion. 


Article 4: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No.| as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
adds provision to preserve open space and protect natural resources by encour- 
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aging the clustering of residential dwelling units in certain subdivisions? (Majority 
vote required.) 


Article 5: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
proposes zoning revisions that affect the definition of “boat storage facility” and 
allows such use in the Light Industrial zoning district? (Majority vote required.) 


Article 6; Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
adds Performance Standards to the “Business and Commercial” zoning district? 
(Majority vote required.) 


Article 7: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 4 as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
adds “elderly housing and life care facility” as a permitted use in the Residential 
|, Agricultural, Sanbornville Village and Business and Commercial zones? (Majority 
vote required.) 


Article 8: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 5 as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
reduces the 1000 foot buffer requirement for a new commercial excavation in 
the Agricultural zoning district, to 150 feet from an approving abutter’s dwelling, 
and 300 feet from a disapproving abutter’s dwelling? (Majority vote required.) 


Article 9: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 6 as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
revises zoning regulations as they pertain to “seasonal dwelling conversions”? 
(Majority vote required.) 


Article 10: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 7 as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
removes the maximum 25-foot street setback for lots serviced by both the 
Sanbornville Water Precinct and the Wakefield Sewer System in the Sanbornville 
Village District? (Majority vote required.) 


Article Ll: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 8 as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows:Amendment adds 
definition of “yard sale business,’ amends current definition of “yard sale,’ and 
amends Zoning Ordinance section 4.07 entitled “Yard Sales” to allow occasional 
yard sales, but prohibits ongoing yard sale businesses? (Majority vote required.) 


Article 12: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No.9 as proposed 
by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: To change 
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minimum lot requirements for the Residential |, Business and Commercial, and 
Agricultural zoning districts? (Majority vote required.) 


Article 13: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 10 as pro- 
posed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: 
Amendment proposes “housekeeping” items that make grammatical corrections 
and definitional changes in the zoning ordinance? (Majority vote required.) 


Article 14: By Petition: Are you in favor of amending the Town Zoning 
Ordinance as follows: Amendment rezones the area near Route 109, west of 
Route 16 from “Agricultural” to “Business and Commercial.” This area would be 
bounded on the north by the existing Industrial Zone, on the south by tax map 
30, lots 91 & 97 (exclusively), and on the west by the Brookfield Town Line? 

Not recommended by the Planning Board. (Majority vote required.) 

The Moderator asked the petitioner to speak to the article, but no one was 
present. Bob Carrington asked why the Planning Board did not recommend. 
Planning Board Chair Joe Fluet gave an explanation to their decision. 

No further discussion. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000) to be added to the Technology Upgrade 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

Mark moved the article and Paul seconded. This fund was established in 2004 
to take advantage of available hardware and software deals that suit the needs of 
the Town operations and may become available during the year. The board would 
like to form a technology committee to help with all the upcoming issues with 
the technology in the town hall. The current balance in the fund is $25,017. 

Bob Carrington asked what the total cost will be over the years. Mark stat- 
ed that it is impossible to figure out how much technology will cost over the 
years. The amount of upgrades that the town has to do every year and with the 
town growing, more equipment will be needed— it is an endless item. 

Peter Kasprzyk stated that he feels that a technology committee should be 
formed first before we put more money into this fund. He feels time and time 
again the town gets the equipment they need, but then no one knows how to 
run the equipment.A committee would help that problem. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten 
Thousand Dollars ($10,000) to be added to the Wastewater Treatment Facility 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 
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Paul moved the article and John seconded. Paul stated that last year the 
town put in a third lagoon. This has helped some of the issues, but we are almost 
at our maximum capacity. He stated that we have to keep putting money into the 
fund because they are just not sure how much it will cost the town for an 
upgrade of the facility. The current balance in the fund is $50,034. 

Carol Fournier asked if it was true that the board increased dumping fees 
last year and wouldn't this help with the cost of running the facility. Paul stated 
that yes in the past couple of years the fees have gone up from $35.00 per thou- 
sand gallons to the haulers. He stated that what they pay would not grow at a 
rate that will help off set the expenses of the lagoons. 

The question was asked how much is the total of all the capital reserve 
funds. Dennis Miller, Trustee of the Trust Funds, stated that we have $1.1 million 
total funds, which we are earning a lot of interest on for the town. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000) to be added to the Ambulance Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

Paul moved the article and John seconded. Paul stated that the ambulance 
was just replaced, but the life expectancy of the ambulance is 10-15 years and 
we need to plan for future replacements. He stated the amount in the fund is 
currently $15,263. 

Mr. Lee asked if we knew when we will be replacing the ambulance and how 
much that will cost. Dennis Miller stated that the last ambulance cost $110,000, 
he is not sure how much a new one would be but estimated it to cost around 
$130,000. Fire Chief Todd Nason mentioned that in 2003 the ambulance made 
390 runs and in 2004 it made 450. He said that is a lot of wear and tear on the 
ambulance, so the rotation for a new ambulance would probably be around 
8-9 years. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Forty-nine Thousand, Eight Hundred Dollars ($49,800) to be added to the Fire 
Truck Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

Paul moved the article and John seconded. Paul stated the current balance 
is $102,720. He stated that the CIP calls for the replacement of Engine 2 in 2007 
and the cost could be between $250,000-$300,000. However there are some 
issues with Engine 2, which might require it to be replaced sooner. The board is 
seeking out a grant from the homeland security, which might help us to replace 
the Engine this year. 
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Chief Nason stated that the Engine frame is separating and may not pass 
inspection this year. He has been working with the board to figure out the best 
plan for replacing the Engines. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Eight Thousand, Three Hundred Dollars ($8,300) to be added to the Highway 
Heavy Equipment Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

John moved the article and Mark seconded. John stated that the CIP calls for 
replacement of the 1986 excavator in 2006. The current balance in the fund is 
$37,097. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000) to be added to the Highway Truck Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

John moved the article and Mark seconded. John stated that the CIP calls for 
the replacement of the 1995 | ton in 2006. This is the dump truck that does 
some plowing around the village. The current balance in the fund is $56,495. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) to be added to the Invasive Species 
Expendable Trust Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

Mark moved the article and Paul seconded. Mark stated that this fund was 
established in 2003 to assist in the control of invasive species in the lakes of 
Wakefield. So far, this fund has been used to assist Balch Lake giving them $4,100 
and Belleau Lake giving them $3,500 in their efforts to control milfoil. The board 
feels this is very important to help support the lake property owners, so that the 
value of their properties doesn’t go down. 

Claire Partridge asked if this has been successful. Mark stated that you 
cannot get rid of the milfoil you can only control it. The money has helped the 
lake associations apply to the state for grants to help with the control. Dennis 
Miller stated that the first year of treatment the state would pay 100% and 
then 50% for 3 years following. He hopes that they will keep helping towns, 
but the state ran out of money last year and could not help some of the 
towns. 


Ann Glidden mentioned that Balch Lake has milfoil and it cost about 
$18,000 the first year and they had to go around to the property owners to get 
$100.00 per owner to help cover the cost of treatment. 

Bob Partridge asked if all the boats going into our lakes get inspected. It was 
stated that Balch Lake, Belleau Lake, Great East Lake and Lovell Lake all have peo- 
ple that inspect the boats for milfoil. lt was stated that educating the people is 
the best thing that we can do to help control the milfoil. 

Conservation Commission Chair Nancy Spencer Smith mentioned that all 
the lakes in Wakefield are being monitored by the Commission and by the State. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twenty-nine Thousand, Three Hundred Thirty Dollars ($29,330) to be added to 
the Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

Mark moved the article and John seconded. Mark stated that this fund calls 
for replacement of a cruiser each year. The current balance in the fund is $32,809. 

Police Chief Tim Merrill stated that they currently have four cruisers and this 
one will allow for them to have a spare car. They will not be retiring a car this year. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 23: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) to be added to the Public Safety Building 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

Paul moved the article and Mark seconded. Paul stated that this fund is for 
the second floor completion of the public safety building. The current balance in 
the fund is $81,755. The projected cost over the next several years for comple- 
tion is around $250,000. The board hopes to get enough money to start moving 
forward with the project. They hope to hire a consultant to help them figure out 
the best plan for everyone involved. 

The question was asked if they are considering living quarters for the full 
time EMT’S. Chief Nason stated that their plan would be to have living quarters 
for the EMT’S.We have 2 full-time EMT’S during the day, which has worked out 
well, but we still need staff for the evening. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 24: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000) to be added to the Town Hall 
Improvement Capital Fund previously established. The money is to be appropri- 
ated through undesignated fund balance and no money is to be raised through 
new taxation. 
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This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

Paul moved the article and Mark seconded. Paul mentioned that when the 
Opera House committee was formed it was originally planning on just repairing 
the Opera House starting with the curtain. They hired a structure consultant to 
come and inspect the opera house and realized that more work needed to be 
done than originally planned. The town hall has a lot of structural issues and code 
upgrades that need to be addressed. He stated that this work would be done 
even if the opera house committee does not get their funding. They have been 
working in the basement this past year and the work will continue to finish the 
renovation in the basement. 

Ed Morrison gave an explanation of how the opera house committee start- 
ed and what their plans are with the opera house. 

Victor Becker has done over 300 projects of this kind all over the world 
and he is helping the opera house committee come up with a design. He 
helped the committee develop a master plan for the town hall and presented 
it to the board of selectmen. He stated that after they developed the plan they 
needed to hire an architect. They have hired Paul Gosselin of Salmon Falls 
Architecture. 

Florence Davis is a museum director and will be helping the committee with 
getting grants. She stated that over the past two years the committee has raised 
over $106,000 from an LCHIP grant, NH Charitable Foundation, events and indi- 
vidual contributions. Just as Victor developed a master plan for the town hall she 
will also be developing a master plan for fundraising. 

David Lee asked if the selectmen have an estimated cost for this project 
over the next few years. There is no estimated cost at this time, because there 
have been many issues since they started in the basement. Once this gets mov- 
ing a little more the board might be able to narrow in on the cost. 

Mr. Sager made a motion to move the question it was seconded. All were in 
favor of moving the question. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 25: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twenty-one Thousand, Three Hundred Forty-five Dollars ($21,345) to be 
added to the Transfer Station Heavy Equipment Capital Reserve Fund previous- 
ly established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

John moved the article and Mark seconded. John stated that the CIP calls 
for $3,420 toward the replacement of the skid steer in 2006, $2,125 toward the 
purchase of a bailer in 2006, $5,800 towards the replacement of the one ton 
PUT in 2009 and $10,000 towards a backhoe. The current balance in the fund 
is $98,780. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 
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Article 26: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000) to be added to the Town Cemetery Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of ap and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

John moved the article and Mark seconded. John stated that the property is 
located down on Route 109 on the other side of Bulkhead Road. The land was 
clear-cut last year and needs to be finished as soon as possible since the Lovell 
Lake Cemetery is full. The current balance in the fund is $3,390. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 27: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be added to the Bridge Construction Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

John moved the article and Mark seconded. John stated that we have 
already repaired two bridges in town and the next one that needs repair is the 
one on Pine River Pond Road. This money will help to assist the town in obtain- 
ing state aid for bridge repair in the future. The current balance in the fund is 
$54.00. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 28: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000) to be added to the Conservation Fund 
previously established. The money is to be appropriated through undesignated 
fund balance and no money is to be raised through new taxation. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

Paul moved the article and John seconded. Paul mentioned that this arti- 
cle and article 29 tie together. This article is an effort to see that the 
Conservation fund gets a larger portion of the land use change tax collected. 
Currently they can receive $25,000. This year the town received $236,000, 
which will just go into surplus. This is a one time article if it passes then 
$100,000 from the undesignated fund balance would go into the conservation 
fund along with the $25,000 from this years land use change tax money. This 
money will help the Conservation Commission purchase easements from 
property owners or conservation land. 

He talked about article 29 stating that the article would change the amount 
from $25,000 to $100,000. Any land use change tax collected up through 
$100,000 would go to the conservation fund. Anything over $100,000 would be 
retained in the general fund. 

Peter Kaspryzk stated that he feels all the money from land use change tax 
should go into this fund. 
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Bob Glidden stated that he feels that land use change tax money was not 
designed to go into the conservation fund and that it should stay in the town 
general fund to offset the tax rate for all the residents. 

Nancy Spencer Smith asked Town Counsel if the wording of the article could 
say that 100% of the land use change tax money could go into this fund instead 
of the dollar amount. He stated that yes a change in the article is possible. No 
change was made. 

Mr. Fluet stated that the planning board is planning on working with the con- 
servation commission to help them with a plan for expending the money. 

Mr. Sager made a motion to move the article and it was seconded. All were 
in favor of moving the article. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 29: To see if the Town will vote to increase to $100,000 the maximum 
yearly amount of land use change tax penalties collected and placed into the 
Conservation Fund (the maximum yearly amount was originally established at 
$25,000). 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

Paul moved the article and Mark seconded. There was no discussion on the 
article since it was discussed during article 28. 

Article was left as written. 


Article 30: To see if the Town will vote pursuant to the authority granted to 
towns under RSA 289:13 to authorize the Selectmen to accept on behalf of the 
Town all remaining title to the Lovell Lake Cemetery held by the Lovell Lake 
Cemetery Association, Inc., provided the Town incurs no implied financial liabili- 
ty for the maintenance thereof over and above the trust fund income generated 
by the trust funds currently held by the Town Trustees of the Trust Funds. 
(Majority vote required.) 

Rick moved the article and Mark seconded. Rick stated that the Lovell 
Lake Cemetery is full and that as of December 3/st the Lovell Lake Cemetery 
Association transferred all the money in the account to the Cemetery 
Trustees. So it only seems right to transfer the title of the cemetery to the 
town. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 31: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Eighteen Thousand Dollars ($18,000) for the purchase of a 4x4 light duty truck 
for the Code Enforcement Department. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

Paul moved the article and Mark seconded. Paul stated that the personnel in 
this department are currently using their private vehicles for traveling to and 
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from the inspection sites. He mentioned that just last year it cost the town 
around $8,000 in mileage expenses. 

Mr. Partridge asked why we needed to purchase a 4-wheel drive vehicle. Paul 
stated that with all the rough roads in town and with winter travel the 4-wheel 
drive would be the best to travel all the roads in town. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 32: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twelve Thousand Dollars ($12,000) for the purchase of an OHRV and trailer for 
the Fire Department. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

John moved the article and Paul seconded. John asked Fire Chief Todd Nason 
to speak to the article. Todd mentioned that this equipment would provide bet- 
ter access for rescue calls all year around since it is a four-wheel drive four wheel- 
er ATV with a track. The snowmobile works well in the winter if the person’s 
injuries are not too serious. If the injury is a back or neck injury then the snow- 
mobile cannot go slow enough to protect that person’s injuries. The ATV will also 
help with the suppression of forest fires that are not on maintained roads. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 


Article 33: Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not 
including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations 
voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant 
or as amended by vote of the first session, for the purpose set forth herein, total- 
ing $3,405,287? Should this article be defeated, the operating budget shall be 
$3,223,454, which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by 
previous action of the Town or by law, or the governing body may hold one spe- 
cial meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13 X and XVI, to take up the issue of a 
revised operating budget only. 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. (Majority vote required.) 

Paul moved the article and John seconded. Paul stated that this article is the 
operating budget and it includes everything other than the articles that were dis- 
cussed this evening. He mentioned that everyone received a handout that shows 
the items that are in the operating budget. If anyone has any questions he would 
be glad to answer them. 

No further questions. Article was left as written. 

The Moderator stated that now they would go back to the zoning articles. 
They are non-amendable articles and have had public hearings on them already. 
He processed to read all the articles. 

There was a question on article 4 from Mr. Partridge he wanted to know 
what the position of the planning board was on this article. Planning board chair 
Joe Fluet stated that he thinks on the ballot we might want to put approved by 
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the planning board. Attorney Rick Sager stated that in the article it does state, 
“proposed by the Planning Board” which would seem that the board is in favor 
of the article. 

John Citron asked if the planning board could explain the meaning of article 
5. Joe Fluet stated that in the zoning regulations there is a list of set backs that 
has the minimum lot sizes and in the design section there is a performance stan- 
dard that they use to evaluate the application so that it meets adequately with the 
performance changes. This is to make it consistent with the open space ordinance. 

Mr. Partridge asked why does the board want to reduce the buffer amount 
by so much; he thinks it is a little strict. He thinks that the 1000- foot buffer 
requirements was put in there for a purpose and by eliminating it would appear 
to him that if he was going to object and if he was an abutter you could still 
approach 350 feet. Joe Fluet stated that the |000- foot buffer was put in for a 
reason. It was put in for specific work that was being done. It was originally 
brought up because one person mentioned to the board how someone across 
the water from them was doing some excavation work and it was extremely 
loud. The board thought about that issue and the amount of sound, dust and 
noise that comes from excavation. They realized that it matters a lot more what 
the terrain is then on what the distance is. With the performance standards that 
were put in place the board is allowed to view each application on a case by case 
to evaluate how noisy the actual operation is going to be to the abutters. 


Article 34: To transact any further business that may legally come before this 
meeting. 


No further business. Meeting was adjourned at 9:50pm

Both changes generated many phone calls to 
the office. | would like to remind everyone that if a receipt of payment is request- 
ed, the bill should be mailed to the Tax Collector, PO Box 623, Sanbornville, NH 
03872. If it is mailed to the Lewiston, Maine address, the bank will not process it 
and it is returned to this office for processing. Anyone is welcome to bring pay- 
ments to the Tax Collector’s office as well. 

Many taxpayers participated in the Low & Moderate Income Homeowners 
Property Tax Relief program this year. Eligible residents, regardless of age, receive 
relief from the State of New Hampshire on a portion of the State Education 
Property Tax, which is included in our tax rate. It is anticipated the program will 
be offered again in 2006. The filing period for this program will be May |, 2006 
thru June 30, 2006. Claim forms should be available at the town hall by the end 
of April.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


2005 was a busy year collecting information, visiting sites, and meeting with 
consultants and contractors on the major Town operations projects. 

In July the digitized mapping of the Town’s tax maps was completed by 
Cartographics, the Town’s contracted mapping company. For the most part the 
process went well. There were some taxpayer property issues, and they were 
addressed at public meetings held by Cartographics and the Assessing Office. 

Throughout the year Robin Frost, Town Administrator, and Warren Winn, 
Transfer Station Manager, visited several Transfer Stations around the state in 
search of ideas and programs that the Town of Wakefield can incorporate into its 
long-range plans for our Transfer Station. They found these visits to be very help- 
ful by identifying programs that work at reducing costs and increasing revenues. 
We will be looking at the operations here in Wakefield this year so as to devel- 
op a long-range solid waste facility plan. 

We hired the engineering firm of CMA to conduct an overall assessment of 
the wastewater/septage lagoons facility. This was done because were having 
problems with the collection system, the system is 20+ years old, and we were 
not sure if we could allow additional hookups to the system. We were also con- 
cerned about the flow volumes, inflow and infiltration issues, flow meters, pumps, 
generators and the overall integrity of the system and facility. The report showed 
that the system is in good shape and can continue to serve us well; however it 
is in need of some upgrades to the mechanical parts, and it appears that there 
are some inflow/infiltration issues that need to be addressed. This is to be 
expected considering the age of the system. We will be drafting a plan for the 
upgrades and a schedule for completing the same. We have also begun the 
process of bringing the wastewater/septage lagoon facility under the supervision 
of the Transfer Station Manager. This will allow us to end our outside contract 
for wastewater operations. 

The town hall/opera house restoration plan has moved forward with hiring 
of Salmon Falls Architects to put together the floor plan layout and to bring in a 
project estimator. The floor plans have been finalized which will bring in an addi- 
tional 3920 square feet of badly needed new office space for the basement and 
first floor. The plan calls for a new stair tower for the backside of the town hall, 
which will help satisfy some of the life safety and fire code issues as well as addi- 
tional storage space for the opera house and a main entrance to the new offices 
in the basement. The first floor renovations will require the town operations on 
that floor to be relocated for a period of time so the structural reinforcement 
for the opera house floor can be done. Then the opera house can be complet- 
ed. The project has an estimated cost of $1.5 million at this time. The Wakefield 
Projects Inc.(aka opera house committee) has contributed a tremendous 
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amount of time, effort, money, and expertise in getting this project to where it is 
today. They are continuing to look for sources of funding from grants, founda- 
tions, and public donations to help fund this renovation project and reduce the 
amount of funds raised through taxes. 

The Public Safety Building second floor project is moving forward with the 
hiring of Salmon Falls Architects to do the preliminary floor plan layout with the 
input of the police and fire chiefs. The elevator discussion has been all but 
exhausted, and it appears that the installation will take place in 2006. 

The Board of Selectmen thanks all of the committees that serve the Town 
with countless volunteer hours to ensure that Wakefield remains a safe and 
enjoyable community to visit, work and live in. We would also like to recognize 
the fine work that the lake associations have done and are continuing to do to 
control the effects of milfoil on our lakes and ponds. Their continued efforts to 
control the spread of milfoil in the lakes that presently have it and the preven- 
tion of it in the lakes that do not cannot be overstated. The associations are the 
front line of defense in the protection of Wakefield’s greatest assets—its lakes 
and ponds. 

The Board also thanks Town Administrator Robin Frost, department heads 
and staff for the committed efforts that they give to provide the very best of 
services to the citizens and visitors of Wakefield.

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ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER 


There were a total of 1151 licenses issued in 2005. There were 8 kennels with 
another 39 dogs for the total of 1190. The few dogs that did get by without a 
license would have helped meet the goal of 1200 for the year. All licensed dogs 
are up to date on rabies vaccine. Check on your dog’s license for the date of 
rabies expiration. This is the healthy way to go for animals and humans. 

There still happens to be drop offs in the area. Cats and dogs have been left 
behind. Remember! If you see anyone attempting to drop off an animal on the 
roadside, or on an abandoned property, it is illegal!! Please report such things to 
the Animal Control Officer or the Police Department immediately. With your 
help, we can quickly turn a bad experience into a good home for the animal that 
has been forgotten. When help is needed for placement or care for your pet, call 
your Animal Control Officer. There are people and places that help find homes 
for animals. 

The Town’s new ordinance for animals and poultry running at large has been 
applied in a few cases and has been enforced in much the same manner as the 
dog laws of the state. A warning in many cases has served to be a one-time 
action, with compliance met and no further calls. Poultry at large is very annoy- 
ing to neighbors, especially if they have children at play. Coops for the roosters, 
hens and turkeys have been fixed. Mended fences for the llama, horse, sheep, 
cows and goats have greatly reduced the escapes.A first warning will be given— 
accidents do happen—but steady escapes and roaming will become costly.

As a result of our annual sales analysis conducted in July/August 2005, the Town imple- 
mented a town wide land and building update. The Town will continue to conduct sales 
analysis yearly and adjust property assessments accordingly based on the results of the 
sales analysis. Please be sure to check the Town’s website @ www.wakefieldnh.com 
for results of the sales analysis. This information will be posted early fall of each year. 

The appeal process remains the same as stated in RSA 76:16. The abatement 
application form may be obtained at the Assessing Office or retrieved from the 
Board of Tax and Land Appeals website @ www-state.nh.us/btla. Please note the 
due date is March | for the abatement application to the municipality. 

As stated in last year’s report the Town will measure and list 20% of all prop- 
erties each year, in 2005 Wakefield Tax Maps 21 through 40 were visited. Please 
understand the reason for the site visit every five years is to ensure the Town has 
the most accurate information on file for each property. The only changes made 
to the properties visited during this time will be physical changes i-.e.: floor cover- 
ing, siding, roof type or incorrect measurements noted on the assessment card(s). 

It is our pleasure to report that Cindy Bickford in the Assessing Office is work- 
ing towards certification as an assessor. She will be gaining her field experience this 
year by performing the 20% measure and list process. This benefits the Town in many 
ways, not the least of which is enabling the contracted assessing firm to decrease 
their 2006 contract from what it would have been, if they had to do this work. 

The Board continues to review and process current use applications, intent 
to cut forms, intent to excavate forms, tax exemptions, abatements and tax cred- 
it forms. The Town is currently looking into the elderly exemption qualifications. 
Please note if you are an elderly person (over 65 years of age) there may be a 
warrant article on the 2006 warrant increasing the asset limitation for the eld- 
erly exemption. The current qualifications are: income (single) $20,000 a year; 
income (married) $25,000 a year; and assets cannot exceed $40,000 (excluding 
your primary residence and up to two acres of land). Be sure to contact or stop 
by the assessing office to see if you qualify. The form is due by April 15, and you 
must be a resident in order to file. 

If you have any questions about your property assessment, please call the 
Assessors’ office at the Town Hall. The Board of Assessors generally meets on the third 
Tuesday of every month at 9:15 a.m.at the town hall. Please call for an appointment.

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CABLE ADVISORY BOARD 


CO PELSGLIESO 


The Cable Advisory Board serves under the Wakefield Selectmen. The Board is 
in the process of drafting internal rules of procedure and mission statement. 

In January, the Board initiated a meeting with Adelphia and members of the 
public. From that meeting, a citizen was able to resolve a cable access issue, and 
the Resource Center was promised free cable access as requested by Ann 
Martin, on behalf of the Gafney Library GED Program. 

Wakefield’s Franchise Agreement with Adelphia is expected to be taken over 
by Time Warner. Members of the Board met with representatives from Time 
Warner at a regional forum held at the Grand Hotel in North Conway. General 
introductions and an overview of Time Warner’s company were made by com- 
pany representatives. No date of the take over has been specified. 

Current activities include reviewing and comparing Wakefield’s existing 
Franchise Agreement with other towns’ Agreements. Part of any Franchise nego- 
tiations will include a “needs assessment” based on community input. Upcoming 
tasks of the Board will center on garnering these necessary comments. 

Efforts also include making use of our Public, Education and Government 
(PEG) Channel in order to broadcast our own local programming. The establish- 
ing documents for use and operation of local access to PEG broadcasting and 
equipment are being developed. 

The Board accepted the resignation of member and former Chairman, John 
Pallis, with much regret. The Board also regrets the resignation of Chairman, Jim 
Miller. Each served the Town for many years. Mr. Miller constructed the vision of 
town PEG broadcasting. Thank you both. 

A budget request has been made for $100, which includes $50 for printing 
and office supplies and $50 for membership to the New Hampshire Coalition for 
Community Media. 

The Board meets once a month, on Tuesdays, at the Town Hall. Additional 
meetings are scheduled as needed.

During the past year our office has answered over 5500 phone calls and 
e-mails, conducted | 126 inspections, acted on 78 complaints, obtained |83 hours 
of continuing education, held an Electrical Seminar for Electricians continuing 
education in the “local” area, and is planning to offer Plumbing and Electrical 
Seminars for Re-certification by the State of New Hampshire for plumbers and 
electricians in the new year. 

In September of this year, Steven McDonough, our Zoning and Shoreland 
Compliance Officer submitted his resignation. He played an integral role in assist- 
ing the Zoning and Planning Boards with the major growth still occurring in the 
Town. Steve helped educate and assist the public in general zoning issues along 
with matters concerning the Shoreland Protection Act. Thank you Steve, and we 
wish you the best of luck! 

In the month of October, Stefan Zalewski was hired as our new Zoning and 
Shoreland Compliance Officer. Steve has vast experience and knowledge in zon- 
ing and code enforcement, is becoming very familiar with the Town of Wakefield 
not only geographically, but also with the many issues Wakefield is facing. He is 
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available to assist the public Tuesday | — 4 pm,Wednesday | — 4 pm, and Thursday 
| — 4 pm. Stop by the office and welcome Steve to Wakefield! 

Our office has been relocated to the first floor of the Town Hall in the 
Conference Room.

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WAKEFIELD CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 


This year has brought considerable focus to our natural resources. Early in the 
year, we were selected as one of the two towns in the Coastal watershed to 
receive assistance from the Natural Resource Outreach Coalition (NROC), a 
consortium of natural resource experts. Throughout the year members of the 
Commission attended the many NROC meetings. As a result of these meeting 
three committees were formed: NROC Planning Board, Water Resources 
Planning Committee (WWWRPC), and the Land Conservation Committee. Various 
members of the Conservation Commission joined these committees and assist- 
ed in: (1) the Planning Board revision of zoning, site plan and subdivision; (2) the 
preliminary review of our water resource documentation and the drafting of a 
request for a Water Resources Planning document that will become part of the 
Wakefield Master Plan; and (3) the formation of criteria for land protection. The 
Commission was granted permission by the Board of Selectmen to form, as a 
subcommittee, the Wakefield Land Conservation Group (WLCG). This group 
consists of 21 members, two of which are non-resident landowners. This group, 
working in conjunction with the Conservation Commission, made application to 
the Board of Selectman for a warrant article in the amount of $500,000.00 for 
the purchase of Conservation Easements. Both the Board of Selectmen and 
Budget Committee support this Article. 

Various members of the Commission have also been actively involved in the 
Acton Wakefield Watershed Alliance (AVVWA), a non-profit group dedicated to 
controlling sources of water pollution. AWWA, in its start-up summer, conduct- 
ed two successful erosion control projects—one on Great East Lake and the 
other on Pine River Pond. Next year they anticipate the completion of many 
more projects. 

Once the spring rains stopped and the grounds dried up, the Commission 
was again able to continue its work on the |10-acre Gage Hill Conservation 
land. This year saw the successful clearing of the first trail (thanks in large part to 
member Al Mayranen). The trail is flagged and has been used this winter by cross- 
country skiers. Plans for signage are underway. 

As in the past year, various members of the Commission attended the 
almost monthly technical reviews of Planning Board applications.We offer advice 
regarding water resource and other natural resource protection. 

This year we granted summer ecology camp scholarships to 5 students 
(grades 4-6).Applicants are either home schooled or attend the Paul School and 
are asked to assist the Commission in its Pride Day Booth. 
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We hold 2 meetings monthly at the Town Hall. On the first Tuesday of each 
month our meeting is at 6 pm and on the third Tuesday of each month our meet- 
ing is at 9 am.All are encouraged to attend.

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WAKEFIELD FIRE / AMBULANCE 
REPORT 


As calls for the services of the Fire Department and the Fire Department 
Ambulance increase, we continue to see the benefits of our two full time FF/EMT 
Intermediates. They cover the daytime hours each weekday and the volunteers 
are doing a great job backing them up if needed during the day and covering the 
nights and weekends. 

| would like to thank Nick Marique, who was one of our first full time 
FF/EMT-I’s, for his service to Wakefield. Nick has left to become a full time FF for 
the City of Rochester, we wish him well. Rob Downs has been hired to fill the 
vacancy and | welcome him to Wakefield. Rob comes to us from a private ambu- 
lance service and lives in Rochester with his wife and children. Rob will be work- 
ing with Sam Morrill, FF/EMT-l, who has been with us for 2 1/2 years now. 

In March of 2005 we had to take Engine 2, which is a 1979 Ford L8000, out 
of service due to a frame problem. This left us without one of our First due 
Engines. We are currently working with several bidders for a replacement to be 
purchased in 2006. 

In 2005 we purchased a Honda Rubicon ATV. This vehicle will be used to tow 
our Rescue Boggan and has a track kit to replace the wheels/tires for winter use. 
The Seven Lakes Snowmobile Club gave the Rescue Boggan to us last year. The 
ATV will also aid us on brush fires and searching for lost or injured people. 

Rochester Motor Sports again supported us by including us in the Yamaha 
Jetski loan program. This program gives us a seasonal loan of a watercraft and 
trailer. 

In conjunction with Chief Tim Merrill, WWPD, we shared a 2005 Highway Grant 
and purchased a set of hydraulic tools to assist in extricating people from motor 
vehicles crashes or other entrapments. These tools will be kept on a truck in East 
Wakefield, as we have a set on the Rescue truck at Central. This gives us a wider 
area of response capability with these life saving tools when time is crucial. 

The Wakefield Fire Department and the Wakefield Fire Department 
Ambulance responded to a total of 707 calls in 2005. EMS emergency calls 
included:

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The Ambulance also responds to the needs of our community in other ways, 
such as lift assists for our elderly or disabled, helping someone on home oxygen, 
and standing by for the Wakefield Police Department if they are concerned with 
a possible medical need on a call. 

Wakefield Fire Department continues its membership in the Ossipee Valley 
Mutual Aid Association and our mutual aid relationships with our Maine neigh- 
bors. We responded to 40 requests from neighboring communities for an ambu- 
lance or EMS personnel. We requested mutual aid for an ambulance(s) or EMS 
personnel to our community on 29 occasions.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE 
WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk 
and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a 
permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. A fire permit is required 
for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The 
New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the 
open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local 
fire department or DES at |-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more 
information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us 
to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please 
contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2217, or online at 
www.nhdfl.org. 

Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 fire season, 
with red-flag conditions issued by the National Weather Service and extreme fire 
danger in the southern and central portions of the state. This period of 
increased initial attack activity prompted a 5-day ban on open burning, the first 
such ban in several years. Despite the dry conditions, the state’s largest wildland 
fire was contained at 29 acres. Our statewide system of fire lookout towers is 
credited with keeping the fires small and saving several structures this season 
due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban 
interface damaged 10 structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more 
than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire 
from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gut- 
ters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space 
around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and 
homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

Once again the Wakefield Heritage Commission has had a year filled with 
interesting activities. 

Something we have worked on in depth this year was to get the Spinney 
Meeting House placed on the New Hampshire State Register of Historical 
Places. In addition to all of the necessary basic information we needed to answer 
lengthy detailed questions on the regular application forms for such a designa- 
tion, we included a small wooden model of the meeting house. This was a bank, 
one of the many we had made two years ago as “fund raisers” for the restora- 
tion of the meeting house. This created not only special interest here in 
Wakefield at the time we introduced them, but also added a special artifact to 
our application to the New Hampshire Division of Historical Resources in 
Concord. Upon receiving the application and the bank, the Department pro- 
claimed it to be the first time that such a “piece” had been included with an appli- 
cation! Being on the State Register will “open doors” for us in the future for 
securing grants and donations towards our historically oriented project. 

One of our most pressing projects right now is securing land for a larger 
Museum of the Branch River Valley.At this time of writing we are negotiating with 
the State of New Hampshire and the North Coast Railroad for a piece of prop- 
erty in Turntable Park for this purpose. Having sold the J.W. Garvin Building as 
we planned from the beginning, we are hopeful of securing land in the center of 
town for this worthwhile reminder of Wakefield’s past because of the impor- 
tance of the railroad, as well as the ice business on Lovell Lake to the State of 
New Hampshire. As we envision and work toward this larger Museum building, 
it will preserve reminders of Wakefield’s past as well as the contributions to the 
entire State of New Hampshire. As the State moved from the Stage Coach era 
to improved communication and commerce, the Railroad played a big part in 
making New Hampshire and all of New England less isolated, both physically and 
commercially. History abounds in Wakefield, and our goal is not only to preserve 
it but to have it appreciated. We have hired an architect to plan an appropriate 
structure for this purpose—something Wakefield and the State of New 
Hampshire will be proud of!! For three months this past summer we hired a 
Docent for our current little Museum in the J.W. Garvin Building. Interest 
abounded with the visitors each day she was there. People know about the area 
they are visiting and what they are viewing. 

We have also done additional work on the exterior grounds of the Spinney 
Meeting House. Since it is located right on a busy corner, parking for activities 
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has been a concern there. Our work on a parking area is well along and the 
grounds are much improved. 

The Lovell Union Grange has offered the Grange Hall to the Heritage 
Commission with the hope that the second floor will be kept as a Grange 
Museum and the first floor established as a special activity community room. 
Lovell Union Grange was organized March | 1, 1892, and on October 7, 1909 it 
was voted to build a hall. The building was dedicated January 31, 1918. The 
Grange has a long history. It was a vital part of the town all of these many years 
and extremely town related. We are currently working on the use of the build- 
ing as well as its preservation. 

Few had heard of a Nursery School Reunion when the Heritage Commission 
decided to plan a reunion of the Hazel MacBrien Nursery School's former stu- 
dents. For over fifty years the Hazel MacBrien Nursery School had been conduct- 
ed on the lower floor of the Wakefield’s Town Hall. The Commission felt it was 
worthy of a celebration on May 7, 2005. This was the first Community Nursery 
School in the State of New Hampshire. People came from all over the State to 
see how it worked. On May 7, 2005 graduates came from all over to attend the 
reunion and to visit with friends of long ago. Many of our present leading citizens 
had had their first school days there. It was truly a fine day! The person traveling 
the greatest distance came from Florida. It was a true “reunion”! 

While we have not had any Historic District property changes requested 
this year we have met with two owners seeking suggestions for changes. 

Pride Day in May was a big day as always for the Heritage Commission. Our 
historical wooden memento for 2005 was a wooden plaque of the Burleyville 
Railroad Depot (East Wakefield). These have sold well. Look for the “Wayside 
Inn” on the 2006 plaque. This will make our I3th painted image of Wakefield’s 
Historical buildings.

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GAFNEY LIBRARY 


Patron use of the library was up!0% in 2005, another reflection of the growth 
Wakefield is experiencing. New patrons numbered 268...90 children and 178 
adults. The number of nonfiction books checked out was 9% higher than those 
checked out in 2004, which follows the national trend of rising nonfiction sales. 
A prominent statistic is the 40% increase in the use of the seven public comput- 
ers, one of which is a smaller setup for toddler use. The library is becoming ever 
more crowded, a problem that eliminates the ability to provide adult program- 
ming, a teen or young adult area or tutoring for the literacy program. Crowding 
also requires over-weeding materials to provide for new ones. 

The board has been actively updating policies, addressing water problems on 
the lower level, organizing a long range planning committee and running the 
annual appeal.An open house was held in December to welcome potential long 
range planning committee members. President Lois Hall gave an overview of the 
library and a short history to the I5 people present. Many thanks go to those 
people and businesses who have given generously to the annual appeal, supplying 
funds allowing us to improve our services and expand our offerings. 

The Youth Library’s 2005 Summer Reading Program “Camp Wannaread” led 
by Children’s Librarian Diane Cassidy, offered such programs as “Stories Under 
the Stars,” “Family Fun Night,’ story time jamborees and an end of the summer 
reading program celebration. Seventy-four people signed up, 594 books were 
read, and 16,000 reading minutes were recorded by preschoolers-third graders. 
Sixty-six adults and 166 children attended the programs. 

The monthly art exhibit featuring local artists has been a big draw. The new 
exhibit hanging system purchased by the Alden Young Grant has been a success 
and allows artists a variety of ways to hang artwork. 

Most adult programming was held offsite and funded by the Alden Young 
Arts & Music grant. Opportunities included eight-week sessions to play in a 
string band led by Seth Austen, and a “sing along’ with Beverly Woods. 
Workshops included painting lessons, Coptic bookmaking and etching classes in 
Judy Brenner’s studio. An animal illustration workshop for children was well 
attended and involved a visit to Nancy Spencer Smith’s farm, where children had 
a good look at live models. Library Assistant Jan King began a Monday knitting 
group at the library, which has grown to an active group of knitters and perlers 
who gather to create sweaters, handbags, shawls and mittens. 

The literacy program continued with one-on-one tutoring and a group adult 
basic ed/GED drop-in center held at the Greater Wakefield Resource Center on 
Wednesday afternoons. Six students obtained a GED in 2005 and over 60 peo- 
ple participated in the program. Thanks to Anne Martin who wrote a grant and 
obtained funding from the George Wentworth Trust. Linda Buttrick was hired as 
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a career counselor. Linda works with adult basic ed coordinator Dot Currier to 
provide area residents with a well rounded opportunity to advance education, 
conduct a job search, apply for financial aid or pull together info to begin self 
employment or a startup business. The program is run by a committee of local 
dedicated volunteers...newcomers welcome. 


The Friends of Wakefield Libraries ran their second successful “Art in the Barn” 
fundraiser at the Denley barn in July. This eagerly awaited event features local 
artists in a country barn and field setting, great food passed on trays by local 
teens, a raffle featuring donated items from the artists, and live music. The three- 
day book sale held in September was also well attended and generated much 
appreciated funding. Proceeds from the Friends fundraising goes toward the pur- 
chase of “extra” items not included in the library budget. This year the Friends 
funded many of the summer reading program prizes, items for use in story time 
at the Youth Library, a portable sign and passes to the New Hampshire Farm 
Museum and the Wright Museum. The Friends provided refreshments for the 
annual Poetry Night in April and for the Rochester Area Libraries quarterly 
meeting hosted by our library in December. 

Over |,079 hours of service was provided by our loyal volunteers last year. 
Where would we be without them? A huge “thank you” goes to the over 85 
library volunteers. Last June, a lovely appreciation luncheon was given volunteers 
by board members at the home of Dennis and Janet Miller on Pine River Pond. 
Our volunteers serve on committees, help students study for the GED test, 
work at the front desk and assist in the Youth Library.

PARKS & RECREATION 


We at the Rec have had a very busy year completing a number of big projects. 
We have finished phase two of the skate park with all the paving, signage and 
delivery and set up of all the elements. Since the completion of phase two, the 
kids and young adults at the Park have been keeping the area clean of all debris 
and policing it themselves. The Park has been full of kids of all ages, and they are 
teaching and helping each other to learn new skills. Longmeadow Hardware 
donated the use of their forklift to unload the flatbed of all the elements. Thank 
you to all abutters for their patience during any growing pains. 

Another of the large projects was at the Ballpark. We have added two more 
fences—one around the girls’ softball field and another around half the entire 
field to keep all vehicles off the field. 

We've also added a playground at the Ballfields and “renewed” the old John 
Garvin playground. (Thanks, Mike and the Boy Scouts). 

The biggest change at the Ballpark was the expansion of the roadway and 
parking lot. We had donated use of tractors, rakes and scraper blades. Marjen 
Construction donated the use of its excavator and supplied an operator for a 
week. Blackwood Landclearing donated his D8 for a weekend to spread gravel 
for the new road. Alky Enterprises donated four tractor-trailers and operators 
to haul gravel for five hours at no charge. Kimball Transportation moved Mr. 
Blackwood’s D8 at no charge. Longmeadow Hardware donated the backhoe, and 
Jerome Libby donated his trailer to help move a building to the Ballpark, all at no 
charge. We also had a donation of over 700 yards of fill for the project. The 
Highway Department also helped us by moving and hauling material. 

We also built 4 dugouts at the Park. Half of the materials and all the labor 
were donated. (Special thanks to Masonry Unlimited, Greg Hatch and Bob Todd.) 

A flagpole was installed and flags were put on all fields. 

The Babe Ruth field was revamped and extended. Because of this, our team 
was able to play on a regulation size field, and they went on to win the league 
championship. 

These are a number of big projects that have taken place within the last year. 
We have had many volunteers and donations that we won't be able to count on 
this coming year. Cliff Bardsley was always there to help when we needed it. He 
has since retired. The things that still need to be done will require just as much 
work and machinery to get them done as we had this year. 

We need a tractor at our convenience at the ball fields. 

We need to fence off the rest of the field. 

We desperately need some drainage on the half of the field that hasn’t been 
done. 
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We need more storage for the equipment. At this point the coaches need 
to keep the equipment with them so it is all together. By having a building it 
would be easier to keep track of all the equipment. This is why we need a stor- 
age building at the field. 

The last project to get done at the Ballpark is to raise the roof of the con- 
cession stand so the coaches, officials and scorekeepers can have a meeting 
room. This project shouldn’t take much work. Royle Tree Service has offered to 
remove the existing roof and Bob Todd and his crew will build the floor and 
walls, after which Royle will reset the roof. We have also already contacted an 
electrician to rewire the building. 

Another big project | have in mind is to move the basketball courts to the 
area next to the skate park. In doing this it would create one central site that is 
not near any homes. It wouldn’t be as much of a disturbance for abutters and 
would give easier access for the police and ambulance. | would like to take the 
brush down around the river and create a walking path from the Public Safety 
Building. In doing this we would create more visibility for the police and more 
parking for the people using the park. | would like to put sod down, a bridge over 
the river (that would allow for the EMT’s to take their APV across in case of any 
injuries) and a couple of benches and picnic tables. | feel that maybe the Heritage 
Commission could work with us on this project since the perfect spot for their 
museum is where the courts are currently located.

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WAKEFIELD PLANNING 
BOARD REPORT 


C7 PRLS FLIES 


The Planning Board has had another great year, with all of the members diligent- 
ly attending meetings and hearings and working on preparation and revision of 
our various regulations. The Town has been well served by every one of the mem- 
bers and alternates, and the Chairman wishes to commend them all for their ded- 
ication to duty. The Board has operated for most of 2005 under a moratorium on 
major subdivisions that was approved by the voters in the March elections. 

The Planning Board consists of five members, four of whom are elected at 
large for staggered three-year terms, and one Selectman Representative. There 
are also up to five alternate members who are appointed by the Board. 

The Planning Board’s duties are to oversee community growth and develop- 
ment, and to act as a quasi-judicial agency which implements the Town’s Sub- 
Division and Site Plan Regulations. The Board is responsible for preparing, revis- 
ing, and, following public hearings, approving the Town’s Master Plan as well as its 
Sub-Division and Site Plan Regulations. The Board also prepares associated doc- 
uments such as the Capital Improvement Plan, and recommends revisions to the 
Zoning Ordinance. 

During 2005, the Wakefield Planning Board considered applications for 6 
Boundary Line Adjustments, 3 Home Occupations, | | Minor Subdivisions, as well 
as 2 Major Site Plan Reviews, and 7 Insignificant Changes of Use, 2 Minor Site 
Plan Reviews, 4 Administrative Decisions, and | Exemption. This large number of 
applications continues the growth trend that Wakefield has been experiencing 
the past several years. In an attempt to deal with this increased load, the Board 
has advanced its meeting time by one half hour to 6:30 pm and added a third 
meeting each month. 

During this moratorium year, the Board has completed 99% of the 
Subdivision Regulation revisions, more than 50% of the Site Plan Regulation revi- 
sions, and all of the Zoning Ordinance revisions. The Board also considered 
Impact Fees, Residential Growth Management, and several other topics that have 
been tabled until next year. In order to do all this work, the Board met very late 
on many occasions and held many extra meetings, including every Thursday in 
December. 

The Board wishes to thank NROC and their liaison, Nancy Spencer-Smith, 
Gerry Mylroie of SRPC, and Rick Sager, Town Counsel, for their ceaseless dedi- 
cation and great help in completing the revisions of our regulations. 

The Board wishes to extend special thanks to Mrs. Desiree Tumas, the 
Planning Board Secretary, for her tireless dedication and competence. Desiree 
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has resigned to go on to a new career in Real Estate. Best of luck, Desiree. You 
will be sorely missed. 

Finally, the Board meets the Ist, 2nd and 3rd Thursday of every month and 
the public is always invited. The first and third Thursdays are public hearings on 
subdivisions and site plans, and the second Thursday is reserved for administra- 
tive matters and revision of regulations. We are always looking for volunteers to 
work on projects and we are currently seeking alternate members.

2005 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Trustees of the Trust Funds are charged with the obligation to prudently 
invest the capital reserves and the trust funds of the Town of Wakefield. 

The actions of the Trustees and the investment vehicles used are regulated 
by the State of New Hampshire. Investment goals include security of principal, 
plus interest and capital gains earnings. 

The Trustees are responsible for the investment of the Trust Funds of The 
Town of Wakefield. This is a sizable fund comprised of many small funds for the 
care of individual cemetery plots. The Cemetery Trustees are responsible for the 
actual care and maintenance of these plots using the interest earned from the 
Trust Funds.As of December 31,2005 there was a balance of $316,796.63 in this 
fund. The funds are held at the Banknorth. 

In 1997 the Carl Siemon Scholarship Fund for was established for Wakefield 
students. The Scholarship funds are held by Banknorth. The following funds are 
currently in place and the balance is of December 31, 2005.

Funds that the voters of Wakefield approve each year.All new reserves and addi- 
tional contributions as voted, approved, and received in 2005 have been deposit- 
ed into the appropriate funds.

The Zoning Board of Adjustment reflects on 2005 as the busiest and perhaps 
most tumultuous year in its history. During the year, the Board decided a record 
number of cases (15 in 2005 versus 9 in 2004), had 3 persons serve as Chair, had 
one of its cases end up in court, and spent a significant portion of the year with 
at least one vacancy in its ranks. The Board is now at full strength, with a good 
cross section of seasoned and new members and alternates who are enthusias- 
tic and dedicated. 

The Board consists of five members and five alternates. Members and alter- 
nates are appointed by the Selectmen, and serve without pay. The Board gener- 
ally meets on Monday evenings. 

The Board’s duties include hearing Appeals of Administrative Decisions, 
Requests for Variances, Requests for Special Exceptions, Requests for Equitable 
Waiver of Dimensional Requirements, and other duties as prescribed by New 
Hampshire law. Of the 12 Requests for Variances decided in 2005, | was denied, 
2 were granted, and 9 were granted with conditions. One of the Requests for 
Variance was litigated briefly in Carroll County Superior Court, but resolved 
amicably. Of the 3 Requests for Special Exception decided, | was granted, and 2 
were granted with conditions. 

The year also involved the revision and updating of the Board’s applications 
to comply with changes in New Hampshire law. The Board also commenced revi- 
sion of its Rules of Procedure, which is ongoing. 

As the current Chairperson, and on behalf of the Board and the Town, | wish 
to express my sincere appreciation to all of the people who have served on the 
Board over the past year, either as members or as alternates. They include, in no 
particular order: George Frothingham, Cecille Arnone, Bob Moholland, Maggie 
Kennedy, Jeff Bolstridge, Ann Gehring, Barbara Marsh, Paul Winckler, Doug 
Stewart, Dave Haag, Marge Cutter, with a special thanks to Annie Robbins and 
Marsha Lavallee-Huntoon, both of whom served as Chair during a portion of the 
year. 

My appreciation also goes out to the Clerk for the Board, Dianne Bishop, 
who was a great help to me during my relatively short tenure on the Board, 
which concludes in March 2006. She kept me in line, which many of you know, is 
no small task.

WARRANT AS AMENDED 
AT THE FIRST SESSION 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield in the State of New Hampshire qual- 
ified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified of the First and Second Session of the 2006 Annual 
Town Meeting as follows: 


FIRST SESSION 


You are notified to meet for the First Session of the Annual Town Meeting, to be 
held in the Opera House of the Wakefield Town Hall, 2 High Street, Sanbornville, 
New Hampshire, on Saturday, February 4, 2006, at 7:00 p.m. The First Session will 
consist of explanation, discussion, and debate of each of the following warrant 
articles, and will afford those voters who are present the opportunity to pro- 
pose, debate, and adopt amendments to each warrant article, except those arti- 
cles whose wording is prescribed by state law. 


SECOND SESSION 


You are also notified to meet for the Second Session of the Annual Town Meeting 
to elect town officers by official ballot and to vote by official ballot on the war- 
rant articles as they may have been amended at the First Session, to be held at 
the Opera House of the Wakefield Town Hall, 2 High Street, Sanbornville, New 
Hampshire, on Tuesday, March 14, 2006. Polls for voting by official ballot will open 
at 8:00 a.m. and will close at 7:00 p.m., unless the town votes to keep the polls 
open to a later hour. 


Article |: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 2: To see if the Town is in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. | 
as proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance, as follows: 
The amendment recognizes that Wakefield is growing and seeks to maintain its 
rural character and setting. The amendment completely reorganizes and replaces 
the existing zoning ordinance, which had not had a complete overhaul since its 
adoption in March 1986. The amendment renders the zoning ordinance more 
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“user friendly”. through the use of tables and a zoning map, encourages open 
space design, enhances protection of our lakes and ponds, creates a new low 
density residential district, expands the business and commercial district, and 
seeks to preserve the green space along Route 16. (Majority vote required.) 


Article 3: To see if the Town is in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 
as proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: 
Amendment adopts new flood maps that have been updated by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) to replace the existing outdated flood 
maps. The new flood maps are expected to more accurately depict the actual 
location of areas prone to flooding, thereby avoiding the needless expenditure of 
premiums for unnecessary flood insurance. (Majority vote required.) 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000) to be added to the Ambulance SEE 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) to be added to the Bridge Construction 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by as Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($200,000) to be added to the Fire Truck Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. The money is to be appropriated from 
undesignated fund balance and no money is to be raised through new taxation. 
(Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Eleven Thousand Dollars ($11,000) to be added to the Highway Truck Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 7 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Thirty-one Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($31,500) to be added to the Public 
Safety Building Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote 
required.) 
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This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Seventy-five Thousand Dollars ($75,000) to be added to the Transfer Station 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Sixteen Thousand Six Hundred Dollars ($16,600) to be added to the Highway 
Heavy Equipment Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote 
required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article ||: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Three Hundred Thousand Dollars ($300,000) to be added to the Town Hall 
Improvement Capital Fund previously established. The money is to be appropri- 
ated from undesignated fund balance and no money is to be raised through new - 
taxation. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Thirty-three Thousand Six Hundred Forty-seven Dollars ($33,647) to be added 
to the 

Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote 
required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) to be added to the Town Cemetery Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) to be added to the Invasive Species 
Expendable Trust Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 
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Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000) to be added to the Wastewater Treatment 
Facility Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twenty-three Thousand Dollars ($23,000) to be added to the Technology 
Upgrade Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund 
under the provision of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of maintaining and upgrading 
Town of Wakefield parks and athletic fields and to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) to be placed in this fund and to designate 
the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Twenty Thousand Dollars ($20,000) for the purchase of a 4x4 light duty truck 
for the Code Enforcement Department. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Eight Thousand Seven Hundred Dollars ($8,700) for the purchase of a tractor 
and attachments for the Parks and Recreation Department. (Majority vote 
required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. | 


Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to establish a full-time Planning 
Director position. It is anticipated that the hiring would not take place until July 
|, 2006. Therefore, costs associated with this position, which are in the 2006 pro- 
posed operating budget, are for one-half of the year and are as follows: Salary - 
$29,334, Soc Sec/Medicare - $2156, NH Retirement - $1998, Health — $3538, and 
Dental - $405. This article does not raise any additional money as all the above 
associated costs are in the 2006 operating budget presented in Article 24 on this 
warrant. (Majority vote required.) 

This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the Budget 
Committee. 
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Article 21: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,000) for the purchase of development rights 
(conservation easements) on open space lands and furthermore to authorize the 
Selectmen to acquire said property exercising their authority under RSA 41:14- 
a, including the requirement for at least two (2) public hearings prior to binding 
the town to any such purchase, and further, that the amount raised and appro- 
priated herein may be used to defray the costs attributable to due diligence 
inspections, title search charges, closing costs and other similar charges associat- 
ed with any such acquisition. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to place into the Conservation Fund 
100% of the amount of land use change tax penalties collected each year (the 
maximum yearly amount was originally established at $25,000 and then amend- 
ed to $100,000). 

(Majority vote required.) 


Article 23: To see if the Town will modify the elderly exemptions from prop- 
erty tax in the town of Wakefield, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpay- 
ers, to be as follows: 


For a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $46,000; 
For a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, $62,000; 
For a person 80 years of age or older, $77,000. 


To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 
5 consecutive years, own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate 
is owned by such person’s spouse, they must have been married to each other 
for at least 5 consecutive years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income 
of not more than $20,000 or, if married, a combined net income of less than 
$25,000; and own net assets not in excess of $150,000 excluding the value of the 
residence. The combined net asset amount for married persons shall apply to a 
surviving spouse until the sale or transfer of the property by the surviving 
spouse or until the remarriage of the surviving spouse. (Majority vote required.) 


Article 24: Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not 
including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations 
voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant 
or as amended by vote of the first session, for the purpose set forth herein, total- 
ing $3,683,553? Should this article be defeated, the operating budget shall be 
$3,394,994, which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by 
previous action of the Town or by law, or the governing body may hold one spe- 
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cial meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13 X and XVI, to take up the issue of a 
revised operating budget only. (Majority vote required.) 

This appropriation is recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 25: Are you in favor of amending the Solid Waste Management Facility 
(Transfer Station) Ordinance to allow the Selectmen, following a duly-noticed 
public hearing, to amend the Ordinance when necessary to comply with changes 
in State or Federal regulations or to implement changes in the day-to-day oper- 
ation of the Facility? (Majority vote required.) 


Article 26: By Petition:To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
Nine Thousand Four Hundred Eighty Dollars ($9,480) for the purpose of pro- 
viding low cost legal services for the citizens of Wakefield by Community Legal 
Services Inc., a New Hampshire non-profit organization. (Majority vote 
required.) 

This appropriation is not recommended by the Board of Selectmen or the 
Budget Committee. 


Article 27: By Petition: To see if the Town will authorize the donation of a one 
year lease for space designated as Rooms 109, |10,and I 11 in the Town-owned 
Greater Wakefield Resource Center to Community Legal Services Inc. for the 
purpose of providing low cost legal services to Wakefield residents for one year. 
(Majority vote required.) 

(Selectmen’s Note: The annual rental value of Rooms 109, 110 and III is 
$9,900.) 


Article 28: By Petition: Shall we adopt the provision of RSA 72:28, Il and IV, for 
an optional veterans’ tax credit of $500.00 on residential property and replace 
the standard tax credit in its entirety. (Majority vote required.) 

(Selectmen’s Note:The current veteran’s tax credit is $250.00.) 


Article 29: (Straw Poll) Are you in favor of imposing impact fees upon new res- 
idential and commercial development in Town? Impact fees would not apply to 
renovations or additions. New development causes the Town to incur increased 
expenses for things such as school rooms, fire trucks, policemen, and snow 
plows, and impact fees are a way of offsetting some of these increased costs. An 
impact fee ordinance could require that impact fees be paid by the developer or 
by the home builder, depending on how the ordinance is written. (This is an advi- 
sory article placed on the warrant at the request of the Planning Board, and is 
non-binding. lf approved, the Planning Board will work to develop an Impact Fee 
Ordinance to be placed on the 2007 Town Meeting Warrant for voter approval.) 
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Article 30: (Straw Poll) Are you in favor of imposing a limit on the number of 
building permits issued each year for new residential home construction in 
Town? The limit on building permits would apply only to the creation of new 
dwelling units, and would not apply to additions, or the repair, reconstruction, 
renovation, or alteration of existing structures. The primary purposes of limiting 
the number of building permits would include: providing a predictable residential 
growth rate to enable the Town to plan for and expand facilities, and to control 
the Town’s growth rate so that the annual increase in population can be ade- 
quately served by community facilities. (This is an advisory article placed on the 
warrant at the request of the Planning Board, and is non-binding. If approved, the 
Planning Board will work to develop a Residential Growth Management 
Ordinance to be placed on the 2007 Town Meeting Warrant for voter approval.) 


Article 31: To transact any further business that may legally come before this 
meeting.
